Southampton Dockmen Quit Work With-
out the Sanction of Their Union.

—————

Advised by Leader Burns and Others to Accept
the Terms Offered and Give Up the
Fight—Revolution in Switzerland.

————

STRUCK WITHOUT AUTHORITY,

Southampton Dockmen Acted Hastily—They
Offer to Retarn to Work

SovtTnaMpTON, Sept. 11.—The strikers
here are more quiet to-day, and no riotous
demonstrations have been made. The po-
lice authorities have issued an order forbid-
ding the holding of processions, and the
leaders of the strikers have promised to see
that it is obeyed. At a conference of strik-
ers this afternoon it was decided to return
to work on the concession oftered a fort-
night ago. In an interview after the con-
ference one of the dockmen’s leaders named
MecCarthy said that the tact that the strike
had been begun without the authority of
the London executive counecil precluded

the hope of snccess. The dockers had been
warned against precipitate action, but they
chose to disregard that advice, The exeou-
tive committee had telegraphed that no

| aid would be sent to striking dockers,

and that if they continued the strike
they must rely nupon local aid.
McCarthy strongly condemned the Scuth-
ampton union for acting against this ad-
vice, John Burns arrived here this even-
ing from London with further instructions
from the executive committee regardin

the handling of the strike. The decision o

the conference to resume work is fiercely
opposed by a strong minority of thestrikers
and the final decision, has been postponed
until to-morrow. The concession means a
rise of a penny an hour. The question of
employing non-union men is left open.

At a mass-meeting of strikers to-night
Mr. McCarthy and other speakers empha-
sized the fact that the men were now able
to resume work without being subjected to
any punishment, and that their re-
turn  would mnot involve a loss of
dignity or oprestige on the part of
the umnion. It would be an act of folly,
the speakers held, for the men to continue
to throw themselves against cold steel. It
was better to lose a small battle now than
a greater one hereatter. It is expected
that the influence of Mr. Burns will smooth
away the irritation that still exists and
secure the return of all the men.

The dock company has managed to have
all perishable cargoes unloaded. This and
other work that was urgently necessary
has been done by the men whom the com-
pauy retained in the docks. *“Blacklegs”
were not employed. The troops are still in
attendance at the do?n. but their services
are not needed. Y

In the event of the Sounthampton strike
continuing another week several steamship
companies, it is announced, will cease to
make Southampton their terminus. The
lons of patronage thus resulting will pre-
vent any dividend being declared on the
dock shares for nine years to come. The
shares are alrcady unsalable. Ship-owners
are wiring their agents to send homeward-
bound vessels to other ports.

The Morning Post compares the South-
ampton strike with the great strikes at
Pittsburg and Chicago, which resulted in
disaster to life and property. The writer
attributes the violence of the American
strikers to the severity of measures adopted
to repress them. The authorities aremuch
readier to adopt summary and harsh treat-
ment than the English are. There is really
better feeling between the classes here
than in America, and it reanlts 1n cool and
bumane couguet on the part of thosein
power.

REVOLT IN SWITZERLAND.

WHERE SCALFERS EXIST NOT.

Stringent Laws Against Ticket-Broking in

England and Canada.
Chicago Post.

“I have said that they have no ticket-
scalpers in England or Canada. The reason
is the governments there undertake to ad-
minister and enforce their own laws. Thev
do not depend on the railroads to prosecute
offtenders, nor do they even commit the
work to interstate-commerce commissions,
A policeman in any town in Canada will
run in a ticket-scalper just as quickly as he
will a horse-thief or a house-breaker, and
every man 80 arrested is prosecuted
at the government's expense, so that
the railroads have nothintg to do
with the matter in any way. If a police-
man seos one man sell a ticket to another
on the street he arrests them both. 1 have
myself seen the thing done., Not very loni
ago 1 had occasion to visit Toronto, and
had business to transact with a gentleman
from Montreal, who had appointed to meet
me there for the purpose. When 1 got
there I did not find him as I exvected, and
waited till I got tired for him to come
along. At last it struck me that he might
be waiting to hear of my arrival there
fore leaving Montreal, and I accordingly
telegraphed him that 1 was there and if he
wan to see me to come along. Still I
waited and did not hear from him. Ifound
afterward that before my message had
reached his office he bad left for Kingston,
but it was sent after him and he received
it there. He telegraphed me that he wonld
bLe in Toronto by the next train. [ waited,
but still be did not come. At lastI re-
ceived a note from him telling e he had
been arrested for trying to sell his ticket
and was in the lock-up, and could not be
bailed ont till the morning. In Kingston
he had met a friend who was going to
Montreal, and ass he was coming to To-
ronto and could not use the return
portion of the ticket from Kingston
to Montreal he proposed to let his
friend have it. His friend said he did not
want him to give it to him, but would buy
it from him at the regular rate. An officer
bappened along and saw the ticket and
money pass between them and he ran them
both 1n, and they had to remain over night,
for bail can only be given in the regular,
formal way there, and the magistrate would
not leave his house to go and open court
and take bail from them. We have no such
ways of doing business here. If we had it
would be easy to get_rid of the scalpers,
but the law has provided no special means
for their detection and prosecution. What
iseverybody’s business is nobody’s bus-
nens, and the railroads won't go to the ex-
pense and annoyance of prosecuting them.

THE LOMAX DONATION,

Its Amount Shown to Have Been Consider-

ably Exaggerated.
Indiana Medical Journal.

Dr. Willlam Lomax, of Marion, Ind., has
donated his estate, consisting of his resi-
dence and a farm of 160acres, to the Medical
College of Indiana. The appraised value
of the estate, as 1t appears ou the tax dupli-
cate of Grant county, isas follows, viz,:
Residence, $4.075; farm, §3,380; tota) value,
£8,355; on which there is an annual tax of
§173.50, viz., tax on residence, $90.62; on
farm, $65.88. It is stipulated in the dona-
tion that the residence shall not pasainto
the possession of the collégeuntil the death
of Dr. Lomax and his wife, during which
time the college must pay all taxes, $100 a
vear for necessary repairs, and $1,200 annu-
ally to Dr. Lomax. Careful estimates by
disinterested parties living in Marion, and
theretore competent to judge of the value
of the estate, place its cash value at not
exceeding $25,000, viz., residence $£15,000,
farm $£10,000. As the farm is the only part
of the estate that can be turn into
money at this time, it appears that
the college will have to pay $1,363
annoally for the nse of §10,000, or nearly
14 per cent. interest. ‘There is no
excuse for the exaggerated statements that
have been sent out regarding the value of
the donation. The above figures, asstated,
were obtained from disinterested parties,
and may be relied upon as approximately
correct. Dr. Lomax has always been to the
front 1n advocacy of a higher standard of
medical education, and his action in dis-
posing of his estate before his death, to en-
down a medical college, iseminently praise-
worthy and consistent with his long and
useful professional life,

Miss Mary and Miss Mildred Lee, daugh-
ters of the great commaunder-in-chiel of the
Confederacy, Robert E. Lee, are both large
and masculine-looking women, having in-
herited in a marked degree the strong char-
acteristic features of their distinguished
father. This likeness is superficial, how-
ever, and only extends to their personal ap-
pearance. In disposition and manner they
are at utter variance with the sunny, gen-
ial nature that won as much love as respect
for the famous soldier. He was the soul
of courtesy and was fond of his fellow-
man, while his dam;ih ters are both reserved,
stately women, loving travel, study, and
liverathersecluded from society. Miss Mary
Lee has a reputation for extreme hanghti-
ness even among the most passionate South-
ern admirers of the late general. With a

roud, calm face, and great repose of bear-

ng. she rarely expresses interest in any
place or person. She dresses very plainly,
assumes to no special dignity of position,
aud impresses strangers as more anxious to
be lot alone than to have attentions shown
her.

INTERESTING DECISION,

A Minnesota Judge Rules that United States

Commissioners Cannot Compel Witnessea.

Judege Nelson rendered a decison, yester-
day, that will have much interest for cer-
tain classes of federal servants throughont
the entire country. He decided that a
Unitea State Court Commissioner—whose
business it is to examine into complainis
for the purpose of binding accused persons
over to the grand jury, or releasing them,
according as he may tind the facts to
warrant—has 1o right to compel the
attendance of witnesses. United States
commissioners have existed for a long
time. They have been wont to issne
subperpas for witnesses. It has not been
commonly understood heretofore that nng
yerson thus summoned isatliberty te lang
a{ the commissioner's mandate, and throw
it upon the street as contemptuously as if

it were the dodger that a corner fakir has

thrust into his hand.

When the public once understand, as
Judge Nelson does, that the federal com-
missioner has not even the authority of &
justice of the peace in the matter of prelim-
{nary examinations, it will, of course, be
practically impossible for the commissioner
to count upon doing anything at a definite
time. Foreven if witnesses were disposed
to testify, each may under this decision
consult his own convemence, and stay
Away or appear as inclinations or engage-
ﬁnu dictare.
